The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, alone, or in combination, fails to teach or render obvious, "an amplitude 
fluctuation detection section for detecting an amplitude fluctuation amount of the second 
signal, and if the amplitude fluctuation amount exceeds a predetermined value, 
changing the driving characteristics of the light source driving section", in combination 
with the other limitations as set forth in claim 1 .
